o f liv ing is lo wer than it was 10 y ears ag o —o n 
a selectiv e basis, that is. 
Telev isio n sets and v acuum cleaners, fo r ex ­ 
ample, co st 20 per cent less than they did in 
1958, acco rding to 
the g o v ernment’s Co nsumer 
Price Index . Refrig erato rs hav e dro pped 16 per 
cent; radio s, 13 per cent; wa shing ma chines, 
10 per cent. Drug prices a re do wn 2 per cent. 
If allo wance is made fo r impro v ements 
a nd 
ex tras, auto mo biles co st abo ut the same 
a s 
they did 10 y ears ag o - 
That do esn't ex haust the list. Po rtable tape 
reco rders, mo v ie cameras, co lo r film, ny lo n 
ho se, so me wrist watches, g irls’ handbag s, el­ 


ectric drills, clo thes dry ers and g arbag e dis­ 
po sal units are cheaper than they were 10 y ears 
ag o . And all o f these pro ducts are better made. 
By co ntrast, no tes the Natio nal Observ er, 
daily ho spital serv ice has sky ro cketed by 1 31 
per cent since 1957 -59. 
The co st o f o wning a 
ho me has risen mo re than 26 per cent. Mo v ie 
admissio ns are up mo re than IS per cent; do e* 
to rs’ fees, 4 6 per cent; a uto insurance, 4 7 per 
cent. 
It is the so aring co st o f "serv ices,” where 
pro ductiv ity canno t be measured in numbers 
o f widg ets stamped o ut per ho ur, that is chief­ 
ly respo nsible fo r the o v er-all rise In the co st 
o f liv ing o f 22 9 per cent in the past decade. 
Easing Air T raffic Congestion 


Escalatio n o f air traffic co ng estio n has fo rced 
the Federal Av iatio n Ag ency to issue restric­ 
tio ns at fiv e majo r airpo rts. 
Despite pro tests o f small plane o perato rs and 
so mewhat reluctant suppo rt fro m the big air­ 
lines, the actio n was justified. 
Of prime co nsideralo n in the decisio n was 
the g ro wing dang er Inv o lv ed ki o v ercro wding 
o f airway s abo v e o ur larg e airpo rts. 
Actio n by the FAA demo nstrates the mag ni­ 
tude o f the co ng estio n pro blems and makes cer­ 
tain Co ng ress take a clo se lo o k at leg islatio n fo r 
airpo rt ex pansio n.

Guardia in New Yo rk, Washing to n Natio nal 
and Newark Airpo rt will add a new urg ency to 
co ng ressio nal actio n o n the pro blem. 
Fantastic g ro wth in the av iatio n industry has 
bro ug ht the issue to a head. The FAA restric­ 
tio ns, which g o into effect April 27 , are admit­ 
tedly a tempo rary so lutio n. 
It is wise the unpo pular mo v e was made be­ 
fo re a trag edy bro ug ht 
it abo ut. 
The pro blem o f unclo g g ing o ur sky way s to 
permit co mplete serv ice by majo r carriers and 
allo w small planes a g reater freedo m is square­ 
ly in the lap o f Co ng ress. 
The issue canno t be ducked any lo ng er. Air­ 
po rt ex pansio n is a must. 
Drivin g Can cer to th e W all 


The frequency with which new claims o f can­ 
cer cures are appearing is. in itself, enco urag - 
ing . 
Since fiv e y ears must pass befo re a cancer 
case is co nsidered cured, mo st o f the recent 
claimed cures remain just that. But sev eral 
different techniques hav e been used to effect 
what appears to be ex tremely pro mising re­ 
sults.

Tucked in with all the pro blems the Nix o n ad­ 
ministratio n will be inheriting co me January 
will be at least o ne pending pro po sal fo r so lv ­ 
ing a pro blem.

But there is so me 
cause fo r ho pe that the new team in Washing ­ 
to n will see mo re in it that that.

The pro po sed ag ency wo uld be manag ed by 
pro fessio nals, wo uld hav e co nsiderable auto no ­ 
mo us co ntro l o v er its o wn budg et and perso n­ 
nel. areas o f autho rity lo ng jealo uslv held pre­ 
ro g ativ es o f Co ng ress, and wo uld, it is antici­ 
pated. ev entually pay its o wn way , eliminating 
chro nic deficits currently running at $1 billio n 
y early . 


As the brainchild o f fo rmer Po stmaster Gen­ 
eral Lawrence O’Brien, the co mmissio n start­ 
ed o ut with the blessing o f the Jo hnso n admin­ 
istratio n. But its finding s ran into the o ppo si­ 
tio n o f O'Brien’s successo r, Marv in Watso n, 
mo st o f the po stal unio ns and key co ng ressmen 
o n co mmittees dealing with Po st Office affairs- 
No t surprising ly , the co rpo ratio n pro po sal has 
been g athering dust since last summer. 
It sho uld be dusted o ff and it appears v ery 
likely that it will be. Implementing leg islatio n 
is ex pected to be intro duced in the new Co n­ 
g ress And if President-elect Nix o n’s campaig n 
statements calling fo r full co nsideratio n o f the 
co mmissio n’s reco mmendatio ns are any indica­ 
tio n, he is sy mpathetic. 
There can be little arg ument that the mails 
are in bad shape and badly in need o f o v erhaul­ 
ing . It mav turn o ut that the co rpo ratio n pro ­ 
po sal is no t the best way o f acco mplishing this 
but, at the v ery least, it deserv es a hearing . 
T ax-F ree Funds In Pub lic Service 


It is o ne thing fo r Co ng ress to v o te to estab­ 
lish a natio nal seasho re here o r 
a natio nal park 
o r wildlife refug e there and 
quite ano ther 
thing fo r these desirable g ifts to o urselv es and 
po sterity to actually co me into being . 
So mething like 12 to 18 mo nths usually elapse 
between the time that Co ng ress autho rizes a 
pro ject and the time when funds beco me av ail­ 
able and land purchases can g o into the field. 
In that time, prices o f the land inv o lv ed may 
hav e sky ro cketed drastically , due bo th to » pec­ 
ulato rs and the g eneral trend o f land v alues in 
the natio n that is currently g o ing up at a rate 
o f fro m 5 to 10 per cent a y ear. 
In so me instances, autho rized ceiling s fo r the 
purchase o f lands fo r federal recreatio n pro ­ 
jects hav e been reached befo re the needed 
lands hav e been acquired. 
A majo r ex periment to attack this pro blem 
has been launched by the Fo rd Fo undatio n. 
Under the plan, the fo undatio n will g uarantee 
a $6 mPlio n line o f credit to the Nature Co n­ 
serv ancy , a no nprifit o rg anizatio n, to enable it 


to bo rro w funds to buy 97 tracts already ear­ 
marked fo r federal purchase in 20 states. These 
tracts will be held until the federal ag ency co n­ 
cerned can purchase them at co st 
Tho ug h the mo ney and the acreag es ki v o lv - 
ed are relativ ely small co mpared to the mag ­ 
nitude o f the pro blem, it is ho ped that the ex ­ 
periment will set a pattern fo r co nsiderably 
larg er land acquisitio n in the future thro ug h 
jo int priv ate-g o v emment effo rts. 
Tax -ex empt fo undatio ns in g eneral and the 
Fo rd Fo undatio n in particular were tho ro ug hly 
lambasted by Geo rg e Wallace during the recent 
presidential campaig n. Undo ubtedly , abuses ex ­ 
ist in this area, and so me so -called fo undatio ns 
are little mo re than shields fo r priv ate accum­ 
ulatio n o f wealth. 
But the present case is a perfect ex ample o f 
ho w a fo undatio n can use reso urces it pay s no 
tax es o n to perfo rm a public serv ice that may 
well sav e the g o v ernment—and ev ery tax pay er 
who suppo rts the g o v ernment—manv times the 
do llars that mig ht hav e been co llected fro m It. 


Portraits of Two Kennedys 


In midsummer, 1963, a remarkable bo o k was 
published under the title “Death o f a Repub­ 
lic.” Its autho r, Jo hn Dickinso n, had died so me 
y ears befo re and a co lleag ue o f his at the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Pennsy lv ania law scho o l, Geo rg e L. 
Haskins, had selected fro m an eno rmo us manu­ 
script left by Dickinso n the sto ry o f ho w the 
Ro man Republic had declined and perished dur­ 
ing the century befo re the Caesars established 
the empire. 
The pertinent lesso n is that the transfo rma­ 
tio n was achiev ed by the co rruptio n o f the Ro ­ 
man masses by the infusio n o f lav ish do ses o f 
bread and circuses. Julius Caesar was the im­ 
mediate destro y er o f republican institutio ns, but 
the seeds o f decay were so wn by two bro thers, 
Tiberius and Gaius Gracchus, who in the inno c­ 
ence o f o ur scho o lbo o ks are po rtray ed as hero ic 
refo rmers. They liv ed appro x ix mately a century 
befo re Julius Caesar. 


DICKINSON, A MAN deeply info rmed by his 
studies o f histo ry , knew well that all to o o ften 
institutio nal co rruptio n beg ins in the rev ered 
name o f refo rm and the reader was left to ap­ 
ply the lesso n to his o wn time. The master 
usually co mes masked as the liberato r. 
There were readers o f the bo o k when it ap­ 
peared who saw a parallel between the Graccnl 
and the two Kennedy bro thers, Jo hn and Ro b­ 
ert. Indeed, since I knew Dickinso n well, that 
tho ug ht was with me when I wro te a rev iew o f 
his bo o k. Fo r ki o ur time the two Kennedy s 
ro se to po wer by mo bilizing the masses by co st­ 
ly pro mises o f equality , justice and cash bene­ 
fits fo r the underpriv ileg ed. 
No o ne, ho wev er, dreamed when the Dickin­ 
so n bo o k appeared o f the g rueso me end o f the 
parallel. The Gracchus bro thers bo th died in 
the midst o f civ il v io lence and pro bably by the 
hands o f assassins. 
In the annals o f o ur republic, the Kennedy 
sto ry will hav e a no table place. Many bo o ks 
hav e been written abo ut the two unfo rtunate 
bro thers. Many mo re will be written in the fu­ 
ture. Mo st will be in praise and adulatio n o f 
their ideas and deeds. But the co nsidered v er­ 


dict o f histo ry will no t be co mplete witho ut po r­ 
tray als o f the side o f tho se who o ppo sed and 
feared them during their lifetime. 
And in the mo re distant future the passio nate 
lo y alty and admiratio n which their campaig ns 
and trag ic ends hav e elicted will dim befo re a 
mo re so ber ev aluatio n. Fo r co nsidered histo ry 
will deal in co ld impartiality with the faults and 
failures o f public fig ures as with their v irtues. 
Tho se histo rians will find inv aluable m aterial 
in the bo o ks o f Victo r Lasky , "J.F.K .: The Man 
and the My th,” published in early 1963, and 
‘‘Ro bert F. Remedy : The Man and the My th,” 
which appeared last mo nth. 
It must be remembered that bo th bo o ks were 
written when each o f the bro thers was a co ntro ­ 
v ersial fig ure, the o ne seeking -re-electio n, the 
o ther seeking the no minatio n. 
So far the anticipatio n was co rrect. And had 
the bro thers liv ed, the Lasky bo o ks wo uld hav e 
been basic tex ts o f the o ppo sitio n. But fate de­ 
creed that President Kennedy wo uld die while 
the bo o k abo ut him was o n the best-seller list, 
and the seco nd bo o k was written but had no t 
been published while Ro bert was activ ely cam ­ 
paig ning . 
One may admire the g race and charm cf 
J.F.K. and the g rit and driv e o f R.F.K. But in 
bo th cases the ex pectatio ns that they raised 
amo ng the less priv ileg ed canno t be met by any 
po litical fig ure o r by any g o v ernment. Thus we 
may differ in o ur o pinio ns abo ut the men, their 
ideas and their metho ds. 
CERTAINLY THOSE WHO OPPOSED tho se 
po licies and metho ds sho uld no t be denied the 
rig ht to ex press their o ppo sitio n simply because 
these two leaders met trag ic ends. It is this 
priv ileg e, assured in a free so ciety , that Lasky 
has ex ercised. 
Fo r there are plenty amo ng the liv ing who 
wo uld further the Kennedy causes by stifling 
criticism. Rev iewers, fo r the mo st part, hav e 
furthered that end by refusing co mment o n this 
new bo o k abo ut Ro bert Kennedy . But it sho uld 
no t remain unread by any o ne who seeks an in­ 
terpretatio n o f the tro ubled times in which we 
liv e. 
Chance For Nixon's Plans

A Demo crat o f majo r stature believ es that 
his party sho uld fo cus o n co nstructiv e o ppo si­ 
tio n to the inco ming Nix o n administratio n and 
g iv e the new president his fair chance to so lv e 
the critical pro blems o f war and urban strife. 
This leader, who canno t be identified here, 
say s: 
“So me o f o ur peo ple will hav e their kniv es 
o ut fo r Nix o n, but I think this wo uid be a g reat 
mistake.” 
Mo st new presidents, whether o r no t they are 
backed by a Co ng ress led by their o wn party , 
enjo y so mething o f a ho ney mo o n. The quo ted 
to p Demo crat sees no reaso n this traditio n 
sho uld no t apply in 1969. 
He co nsiders that the President-elect has a 
g o o d pro spect o f settling the co ntro v ersial Viet­ 
nam War. He is less sure o f his ability to 
mo unt a successful assault o n the racial strug ­ 
g le and the related pro blems o f the cities, but 
nev ertheless insists that Demo crats sho uld co ­ 
o perate co nstructiv ely in whatev er effo rt 
is 
made. 
THIS DEMOCRATIC SOURCE sa y s be U 
finding much ag reement amo ng his party co l­ 
lea g ues that this sho uld be the o ppo sitio n’s 
co urse But there are still so me who see o nly 
the o ld stereo ty pe o f their arch-enemy "TYicky 
Dick” , the fabled GOP hatchet man o f the ear 
ly 195Q’s, and who thus want to g et at him 
quickly . 
The quo ted leader sees better lo ng -rang e 
Demo cratic g ain in the mo re to lerant co urse, 
remembering that sev eral y ears o f Demo cra­ 
tic co ng ressio nal co -o peratio n with President 
Eisenho wer did no t prev ent his party from re­ 
capturing the White Ho use in 1960. 
Thi* man feels, mo reo v er, that the Demo ­ 
crats fundamentally co mprise a far so under 
party than the g lo o m-mo ng ers o f September 
were say ing . He adds: 
"We need a lo t o f internal party refo rms. 
We 
need to o pen up the party . And we hav e to 
hav e these thing s befo re 197 0. But I think we 
a re g o ing to g et them.” 
i In this v iew, an impo rtant lea d in this field 
will be taken by Vice President Hubert Hum­ 
phrey . no matter what endea v o r he decides to 
dev o te himself to a fter he lea v es o ffice Ja n. 


20 . And he ex pects these refo rm mo v es to 
hav e the full suppo rt o f such o ther to p-rank 
Demo crats as Senato rs Edmund Muskie o f 
Maine, Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy o f Massa­ 
chusetts and Geo rg e McGo v ern o f So uth Da­ 
ko ta. 
CURIOUSLY, this leav es Sen. Eug ene Mc­ 
Carthy and his fo llo wers in an uncertain po si­ 
tio n They talked o f the need fo r urg ent re • 
fo rms at a tims when their swift acco mplish­ 
ment mig ht hav e been turned to immediate ad­ 
v antag e in McCarthy ’s no minatio n fig ht ag ainst 
Humphrey . 
To day no leading Demo crat pro fesses to hav e 
anv inkling as to the co urse McCarthy himself 
intends to pursue. So me o f his fo llo wers co n­ 
v ened twice during the fall campaig n, assum­ 
ed Humphrey ’s crushing defeat No v . 5, a nd 
drafted plans fo r a detailed study o f the me­ 
chanics o f Demo cratic po litics a» 
a prelude to 
an attempt to seize co ntro l 
o f the party in the 
197 2 no minatio n strug g le. 
Much is no w wo rking ag ainst them. Hum­ 
phrey ’s clo se sho wing and the Demo crats’ co n­ 
tinued stro ng ho ld o n Co ng ress means the 
party is no t ex actly ly ing aro und 
in the lo o se 
pieces the McCarthy ltes ex pected to pick up 
easily . If party refo rms currently hav e 
bro a d 
Humphrey -Muskie-Kennedy -McGo v ern backing , 
they can hardly supply the leading edg e o f the’ 
McCarthy mo v ement 


FURTHERMORE, the McCa rthy ltes a re ba d­ 
ly ha ndica pped fo r ha v ing g iv en la te help o r 
no help a t a ll to Humphrey . This ha s a specia l 
sting in lig ht o f the clo seness o f the o utco me. 
Mea ntime, the so -ca lled "Kennedy fo rces” , 
ba ckers first o f the la te Ro bert Kennedy a nd 
no w o f his surv iv ing bro ther, Ted, sta nd in 
hig h repute fo r ea rly a nd full-hea rted suppo rt 
o f Humphrey . 
Alrea dy Kennedy ig being urg ed to "g et o ff 
the ma rk” a nd sta rt mo v ing fo r the 1 972 no m­ 
ina tio n. But friends insist tha t, while be in­ 
tends to ta ke a mo re a ctiv ist pa rty a nd Sen­ 
a te ro le tha n ev er befo re, he is no t thinking 
bev o nd tha t lev el. No r, ev idently , is Muskie, 
tho ug h his new sta r ro le is a ttested by the fa ct 
tha t upo n his return to Wa shing to n he ha s been 
delug ed with pa rty inv ita tio ns They fit the 
g enera l Demo cra tic mo o d o f wa tchful but help­ 
ful wa iting . 


Property 
Tax Reform

The co untry ha s no w 
emerg ed fro m a lo ng 
presidentia l campaig n in which at least two 
ca ndida tes, Richard Nix o n and Hubert Hum­ 
phrey , were a ided by co nsiderable co llectio ns o f 
eco no mists, speech a nd statement writers. Mil­ 
lio ns o f wo rds hav e been spo ken o r written fo r 
distributio n. 
The two impo rtant do mestic issues were what 
to do abo ut o ur cro wded cities and inflatio n in 
which there is inv o lv ed federal rev enues and 
federa l spending . 
Bo th o f these inv o lv e g etting mo re mo ney to 
help rebuild cities and to bring federal rev enues 
mo re nea rly into ba la nce. In sho rt, they 
inv o lv e 
ta x a tio n. 


BUT IN ALL THIS OUTPOURING, which so 
fa r a s po ssible wa s 
ex amined with so me care, 
there is o ne g laring o missio n: there is no t a 
sing le wo rd uttered abo ut refo rming the pro per­ 
ty ta x . 
True, the pro perty tax is no t a direct federal 
respo nsibility and bo th candidates were running 
fo r a federal o ffice. 
But neither is law and o rder, ex cept in a mi 
no r deg ree, a federal respo nsibility . And the 
pro blem o f rebuilding cities and the eliminatio n 
o f slums is a lo cal respo nsibility . 
But bo th candidates said a g reat deal abo ut 
the capacity o f the presidential leadership to in­ 
fluence state and lo cal o fficers. And in reality 
the v ast array o f federal pro g rams which ex ­ 
tend to state and lo cal g o v ernments bring s the 
president directly into he co ncerns o f hese g o v ­ 
ernments. 
Nix o n came o ut so lidly fo r sharing federal 
rev enues with the states, perhaps witho ut due 
co nsideratio n o f the practical pro blems in­ 
v o lv ed. And also fo r tax inducements desig ned 
to attract priv ate capital into lo cal areas fo r 
ho using and o ther impro v ements. 
These pro po sals may well meet with serio us 
o ppo sitio n fro m Ho use Way s and Means Chair­ 
man Wilbur Mills, who se wo rd will be law o r no 
law in tax matters in the nex t Co ng ress. And 
bo th o f Nix o n’s pro po sals will make federal 
budg et balancing much mo re difficult. 
This bring s pro perty tax refo rm squarely in 
line with natio nal po licy . 
It may be that a refo rm o f the pro perty tax 
mig ht no t pro duce new billio ns o f rev enue. But 
It is a larg e element In the eco no my . It ac­ 
co unts fo r rev enues o v er the co untry o f so me­ 
thing like $23 o r $25 billio n. But a readjustment 
o f the tax mig ht co ntribute to ward the capacity 
o f cities to carry mo re o f the lo ad which they 
no w find impo ssible to carry . 


One refo rm mig ht be to realize mo re rev enue 
at the lo cal lev el by capturing so me o f the un­ 
earned pro fits no w reaped by land speculato rs. 
This mig ht be acco mplished by so me so rt o f 
capital g ains tax . Ano ther mig ht be the impo si­ 
tio n o f a heav ier tax o n land held o ut o f use. 
But the real g ain wo uld be to bring mo re pri­ 
v ate capital into new ho using and the impro v e­ 
ment o f o ld ho using by shifting so me o f the as­ 
sessment fro m the impro v ement to the land. 
Mo re and mo re eco no mists are lo o king fav o r­ 
ably to such a shift in the pro perty tax . Pro f. 
Lo well Harris o f Co lumbia, who is also re­ 
search directo r o f the Tax x Fo undatio n, say s this 
In a Tax Fo undatio n publicatio n: 
"A shift o f the pro po rtio ns o f pro perty tax 
co uld be beneficial. Suppo se that the rate o n 
land v alues were three times the rate o n im­ 
pro v ements — o r o ther pro po rtio ns which wo uld 
no t alter the to tal rev enue fo r the lo cality . 
"As a start to ward refo rm o f a majo r tax . 
o ne which will co ntinue to play a larg e ro le in 
o ur so ciety , such shift o f emphasis seems hig h­ 
ly attractiv e. The sug g estio n here is no t to in­ 
crease the to tal rev enue fro m the ‘two tax es’ 
but to realig n the pro po rtio ns. 


"ON THE A V E R A G E , pro perty o wners wo uid 
pay the same amo unt o f tax . But few wo uld be 
at just the av erag e. Substantially hig her rates 
o n land v alues wo uld induce o wners o f lo w-use 
land to co nv ert to hig her-v alue uses. 
Mean­ 
while, the lo wer tax rates o n building s wo uld 
enco urag e replacement o f o ld structures by new 
o nes, as well as new addiio ns The benefits, I 
submit, co uld be hig hly sig nificant — no t rev o ­ 
lutio nary , no t earthshaking , but no t insig nifi­ 
cant.” 


This v iew, which is co ming into acceptance 
by mo re and mo re students o f urban pro blems, 
makes a g reat deal o f sense. It sho uld certainly 
be co nsidered befo re mo re billio ns o f federal 
rev enues are pumped into o ur cities. The wav 
to induce mo re priv ate inv estment in rebuilding 
o ur cities is to make the tax o n impro v ement 
less and to fo rce unused land into use by heav ­ 
ier tax es.

A Senate antitrust monopoly 
subcommittee under Michigan 
Democrat Philip A. Hart will

the public in Its dealing with the 
businesses who report on credit. 
Among those to testify are 
three persons who volunteered 
to tell their claims of misdeal­ 
ings bv credit reporting firms 
and officials of three of the larg­ 
est credit reporting companies. 
The importance of a person's 
credit ratings has grown in re­ 
cent years with the bounding 
use of charge accounts Many 
businesses rely on reports from 
various credit reporting firms, 
not only for an indication wheth 
er to provide charge accounts 
but to determine whether a 
prospective employe \f reliable 
enough to br hired. 
The scone of the hearings will 
include claims of careless re­ 
porting. technical and vengeful 
mistakes, conflicts of interest 
and the increasing concento 
tion among the credit reporting 
companies.
